MINUTES OF THE WASATCH COUNTY HEALTH BOARD 
August 5, 1975 12:15 P.M, Flying Vee Cafe 


Present were: Health Director, Dr. R. Raymond Green; Sanitarian, A 
Steve Jenkins; Member, NaDene Probst; Chairman, 
Dr. John C. Prince; Member, Gilbert Olsen; Secretary, 
Nelda Duke; Commissioners, Leland Ivers, Thomas ‚Baum, 
and Harold Smith; Mervin Reid and William Quigley of 
the State Health Department; Guest, John Serfustini. 
Maren Durtschi and Supt. Merkley were excused. 


Strawberry: Commissioner Smith stated the purpose of this 
meeting is to find out how much help our board can 
expect from the State Board of Health in dealing 
with our problems at strawberry. 


Reid stated there are two different aspects 
involved at strawberry. (1) fishing and (2) camping. 
It is not the intention of the state to close the 
lake to fishing. However, camping facilities must 
be brought up to standards. In the past the Strawberry 
Water Users have not wanted to spend money to improve 
facilities for only 5 to 7 years. It is the feeling 
of the state that seven years is ample time to install 
and pay for a sewage system. If Strawberry Water Users 
cannot provide these overnight facilities then over- 
night camping must be stopped. People can still use 
the lake for day fishing but must leave the area at 
night. 


Commissioner Baum stated the Bureau of Reclamation 
at Soldier Creek is willing to install these facilities 
for a seven year period. 


Attorney General Quigley stated the Strawberry Water - 
Users are in violation of two counts (1) waste 
disposal and (2) water pollution. 


County Attorney Call stated we can seek an injunction 
on both counts and close lake until Strawberry Water. * 
Users are able to meet requirements. 


Attorney Quigley stated the county is responsible for 
` closing but state will cooperate and help in every way 
possible. 


After much discussion is was the conclusion of the 
members present to have Dr. Olsen issue an order to 
Strawberry Water Users to correct their problems 
immediately. If these are not done Mr. Olsen will. 
contact attorney Call and we will issue a closure 
to all overnight camping at the Strawberry Area. 


Mr. Reid pledged his support and the support of the 
State Health Department in helping! us solve the 
problems at strawberry.

On July 25, 1975, we stopped at the Hub Cafe on 
Highway 89 for lunch. I ordered a hamburger which came 
with coleslaw, and while eating the slaw, I found part of 
a fly in it. The waitress brought me another dinner, but 
of course my appetite was gone. 


When I mentioned this incident to others in my family 
who live throughout Utah, they each indicated that one stop 
at that cafe in the past had been enough for them. 

The Hub is very deceiving from the outside. It looks 
modern, spacious and clean, and with the connecting gas 
station, is just what travelers like us are looking for. 
When we entered the cafe and were waiting for our dimer to 
arrive, we noticed an excessive number of flies inside and 
I also noticed tufts of dust on the floor behind furniture. 
The carpeting (?) was very dirty. І could 80 on and on, but 
you surely understand what I am talking about. 


Is this cafe ever inspected? If it is not expected to 
maintain certain standards, a sign should be posted at the 
entryway advising innocent customers. We passed through 
Heber City four times on this trip, and I can assure you 
that we will never eat in another restaurant in your town. 
Also, I am LDS and members of the church from this area go 
back to Utah frequently, and I will advise them of my 
experience in your town and leave it to their discretion as 
to whether they want to gamble on eating there. 
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
